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THE UNIVERSITY OF COLORADO 


Authorized by an act of the first territorial legislature in 
1861 and opened on Sept. 5, 1877, the University of Colorado 
is located at Boulder, 27 miles northwest of Denver via a 
four-lane turnpike. 

The enrollment on the Boulder 
campus has grown from an orig- 
inal 44 in 1877 to an expected 
21,000 in 1972 with an addi- 
tional 13,000 students studying 
at the Medical Center (Denver 
campus) and at the Denver, 
Colorado Springs, and Grand 
Junction centers. 

Although the main campus in 
Boulder is located far inland, at 
the foot of the rugged Rocky 
Mountains, its students come 
from all over the world. Every 
state in the Union is represented 
in the student body, along with 
38 foreign countries and all U.S.

University of Culorade The campus setting and its 

beautiful architecture are major 

attractions, but the main attraction for students is the academic 

atmosphere. In Boulder, the west blends with the east and 

the whole world. Like the other big universities in the Rocky 

Mountain area, the University of Colorado affords a refresh- 
ing, lively academic approach to courses and research. 

The University of Colorado is composed of 16 schools and 
colleges, and a student can major in any one of 120 fields. 
The schools and colleges are Arts and Sciences, Business, 
Dentistry, Education, Engineering and Applied Science, Envi- 
ronmental Design, Graduate, Journalism, Law, Nursing, Medi- 
cine, Music, Pharmacy, and Public Affairs, 

The University is governed by an independent board of six 
elected Regents, the President, and the Faculty Senate. 

In keeping with its cosmopolitan atmosphere and its sense 
of responsibility to the community, the university provides 
facilities and sponsorship for a broad range of student activ- 
ities. In addition, the student governing body, Associated 
Students of the University of Colorado, is extremely active and 
influential, The students also publish their own yearbook and 
daily newspapers. 
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SUPREME COURT JUSTICE BYRON 
“WHIZZER” WHITE—A BUFF LEGEND 


The most famous athlete in Colo- 

rado University Fistory has to be 

Byron ‘“‘Whizzer’’ White, CU's first 

; All-American, who still holds several 

: Colorado records. |n 1937 he led the 

Buffs to an 8-0 season and a trip to 

the Cotton Bowl against Rice. CU 

lost, 28-14, but White scored twice 

and had a great day on defense, too. 

After the game, he was named to the 

All-American team and finished 

second in the Heisnan Trophy ballot- 
ing. 

It was not only on the gridiron 
and on the basketball floor that 
White earned acclaim. In addition to 
being a tremendous athlete who won 
nine major letters, earned All-Ameri- 
can honors, and led the nation in 
rushing and scoring with 1,121 yards 
and 122 points in the 1937 season, 
he was a scholar of such note that 
only All-American Joe Romig (1960- 
61) has come close to his feats at CU. 


White was a Phi Beta Kappa and president of the student 
body; he graduated with 180 hours of A and 6 hours of B in 
his classroom work. For his excellence in the classroom, he 
was awarded a Rhodes Scholarship to Oxford University in 
England. 


Before enrolling at Oxford, White played one season of 
professional football with the Pittsburgh Steelers. He came 
into the NFL as the most publicized collegian of his day after 
his Colorado career. 


In his rookie season with the Steelers ir 1938, White led 
the NFL in rushing and was named to the league all-star team. 
He went to Oxford in 1939, then returned to the leaqgue—this 
time with Detroit—and again led the NFL in rushing and 
earned all-star honors with the Lions in 1940. By then he was 
attending Yale Law School in the off-season. 


During World War Il, he was a naval intelligence officer in 
the South Pacific and was awarded the Bronize Star for bravery. 
After the war, he returned to Yale and grcduated tops in his 
class in 1946. For a time he worked for Supreme Court Chief 
Justice Fred Vinson before returning to Denver to practice law. 


In 1960, he became actively involved n the presidential 
campaign of his friend, John F. Kennedy, whom he had met 
while at Oxford when Kennedy’s father was the United States 
ambassador to England. Following Kennedv’s election, White 
was named a deputy U.S. Attorney General. His career reached 
a zenith in 1962 when he was appointec a Justice of the 
United States Supreme Court. 


Justice White has been named to the National Football 
Foundation Hall of Fame and was the winner of the Founda- 
tion’s Gold Medal as well. The Wellingtor, Colorado, native 
also earned the NCAA’s Theodore Rooseve't Award in 1968, 
given annually as that group’s highest award to an American 
college athlete who has distinguished himself in all walks of 
life. 


White’s name is a legend at Colorado and his examples 
have inspired many Buff athletes to great cchievement on the 
field and in the classroom. In his honor, the school’s athletic 
training table and academic study rooms in Farrand Hall have 
been named the Byron White Rooms, and his jersey, number 
24, hangs in retirement in its trophy case. 
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The “‘Whizzer” in Motion 
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FREDERICK FOLSOM FIELD 


The permanent-seat capacity of Folsor: Field has been 
raised to 50,000 this year with the addition of new seating 
in the north end zone and northeast and northwest corners. 
Folsom Field, named after Professor Frederick Folsom, head 
coach at CU for 15 years during a period from 1895 to 1915, 
was originally constructed in 1924 as a natural bowl with 
a seating capacity of 30,000. 


A 15,000-seat addition built in 1956 ncluded an upper 
deck, and some 6,000 new seats were added in 1967 when 
the running track was removed and the feld lowered. Also 
added was the 80 x 100 foot team dressing room building at 
the north end of the stadium. 


The first game played on Folsom Field was October 11. 
1924, with CU defeating Regis College, 39-).

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CU’S PLUSH PRESS PAD 


Persons covering games at Folsom Stadium will be working 
in a beautiful press and radio facility tha” is one of the best 
in the nation. 


Designed by Boulder architect Elwood Grabow and built by 
Petry Construction Company of Denver, the 170-foot-long 
structure located in front of the Fieldhouse on the west side of 
the stadium includes five levels—three for press, radio, and 
comeramen and two for special seating sections for members of 
the Flatirons Club, the CU booster group which is paying the 
entire cost of the new facility. 


The roof is enclosed on three sides and iss used by movie and 
television cameramen. The next level cown includes eight 
radio booths, a television booth, two coaches’ booths, and a 
small darkroom. 


The writers’ area is a two-level affair which has approxi- 
mately 50 working spots in the front row.

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EDDIE CROWDER 
ATHLETIC DIRECTOR AND HEAD COACH 


THE CROWDER STORY 


40-year-old Eddie Crowder has taken tke Colorado football 
program steadily to the upper reaches of the elite in college 
football, and his 1971 Buffaloes, who finished as the nation’s 
number three team and won ten games for the first time in 
CU history, speak for that fact. 

The 1971 Buffs finished a 10-2 seasor with a 29-17 win 
over Houston in the 13th annual Astro-I3iuebonnet Bowl in 
the AstroDome before a record crowd of 154,720. It was the 
fourth bowl trip in five years for a Crowder team and the 
third victory in that span. The third place finish in the final 
Associated Press and Football Writers polls is the highest 
finish in Colorado footbail history, and orly fellow Big Eight 
Conference powers Nebraska and Oklahoma were rated ahead 
of the youthful Buffs in the final poll! 

Eddie was hired as head coach by Colorado in 1963 after 
he had served seven seasons on the staff at Oklahoma and 
one at Army. The CU program had reached rock-bottom in 
1962 after an NCAA knockout; CU had been convicted of 
recruiting violations during the 1961 season. 

After a pair of 2-8 seasons while Eddie wos busy recruiting 
and touring the state to stir up enthusiasm for his program, 
the Colorado program has zoomed skyward at a fantastic pace 
under his guidance. 

In the fast seven seasons with Crowder recruits, the Buffs 
are 50-23-2 with six first-division Big Eight finishes and four 
post-season bowl trips to show for it. Eddie was named the 
league’s ccach of the year in 1965, was the winning coach of 
the North team in the 1965 Shrine Game in Miami, and also 
was the head coach of the West in the Eost-West Game ot 
San Francisco in 1970, 

Named Athletic Director in 1965, Crowder’s success does 
not end on the gridiron. Examples of his astute handiwork as 
on administrator include the new AstroTurf surface in Folsom 
Field, a 6,000-seat expansion of the stadiuin in 1967, a beau- 
tiful dressing room complex at the north end of Folsom Field 
that features carpeted locker areas, weight-training rooms 
with artificio! turf surfaces, and a modern training room and 
sauna. Other items include a track stadium seating 6,000 with 
an all-weather track, a 2,000-seat baseball stadium, o gigan- 
tic five-story press facility in Folsom Fiele that is the finest 
such erection in the nation, and an entausiaostic and loyal 
Buffalo Club booster group that was put together under his 
direction. Sometime in the near future work will also begin 
ona plush new 14,500 seat Events Center which will be the 
home of the basketball Buffaloes. 

A fine promoter as well os director and coach, Crowder’s 
1971 team olso established a second straigtt record attendance 
figure at home with a total of 220,171 fans seeing the Buffs 
in five Folsom appearances. All told, a record 627,130 fans 
(an average of nearly 53,000 per game) sow the Buffs play 
football in 1971 as well as millions more in two national 
television appearances. 

A star athlete in his high school days at Muskogee, Okla- 
homa, Eddie enrolled at Oklahoma in 1949. He rose to 
prominence with the Sooners under coach Bud Wilkinson in 
the 1950s and earned All-American horors as the Sooner 
quarterback in 1952. He led the 1951 and 1952 Oklahoma 
teams to 8-2-0 and 8-1-1 records. 

After two years with the U.S. Army Engineering Corps, 
Eddie received his degree in geology from OU in 1955. He 
went to West Point under coach Earl Blaik for one year to 
begin his coaching apprenticeship before returning to Wilkin- 
son's staff in 1957 to begin mastering the coaching tech- 
niques thot would serve him so ably at Colorado, 

His Colorado teams have been among th? nation’s top rush- 
ing units every year and have featured rcck-ribbed defenses. 
Colorado's rise to national prominence has paralleled that of 
the powerful Big Eight Conference, now generally acknowledged 
as the nation’s toughest after the 1-2-3 national finish in 
1971 by Nebraska, Oklahoma, and Colorado. 
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Crowder programs have produced a total of six All- 
Americans, 26 All-Big Eight selections, three Academic All- 
Americans, 20 NFL draftees, and annual heavy representa- 
tion in the glamorous post-season all-star games for top 
collegiate seniors. 

More important, he has produced college graduates capable 
of taking their place in society with character and success, not 
just successful athletes. 

Eddie is married to the former Jean Arnold of Muskogee, 
an attractive and gracious lady who was his boyhood sweet- 
heart. They have two sons, Robert and Michael, and a daugh- 
daughter, Carol Jean.

Active in the National Alpine ski program through the 
courtesy of CU, Casotti was a press aide at the 1960 Winter 
Olympics and manager of the 1964 U.S. Alpine ski team.

John Sandquist, 34, is the newest 
addition to the staff, joining CU last 
spring as Director of Development, a 
newly-created post.

Sandquist came to CU after five 
years as a vice-president of Airborne 
Freight Corporation in Seattle. His 
previous executive experience came in 
the Twin Cities area with 3-M Cor- 
poration, Honeywell, and Minnesota 
Blue Cross-Blue Shield. 

Sandquist will bring organization experience in a badly 
needed area of CU's athletic program. He is also an excellent 
speaker and makes many appearances for the CU athletic 
department.

THE LEE WILLARD AWARD 


The Lee Willard Award is given annua ly to the Colorado 
freshman football player voted as the Most Outstanding Player 
by his teammates on the Baby Buff team. 

The award is presented each year at the frosh football ban- 
quet by Warren Willard, prominent Denver financier, in honor 
of his brother Lee, a retired oil company executive who lives 
now in Boulder. 

Lee Willard was the most prolific athlete in CU history, 
winning 16 major letters in four sports. He was a four-year 
letterman in football, basketball, track and golf from 1919- 
1922 and captained the football and bask2tball teams in his 
senior year. 

Last year’s winner was tailback Gary Cartapbell of Honolulu, 
Hawaii, a 6-0, 200-pounder who led the Baby Buffs to a 
4-0-0 season. Campbell ran for a frosh record 598 yards on 
85 carries and also added a record 11 TDs for the Baby Buffs, 
who averaged over 53 points per game in winning four. 

Campbell's big day was during a 69-7 wir over Air Force in 
which he carried the ball 26 times for a frosh record 244 yards 
and scored three touchdowns in the romp.

One of the finest recruiting years in Colorado history hos 
brought some fine new talent into the CU program this fall 
os freshmen. The Buffaloes of the future, now eligible for 
varsity play as freshmen under the new NCAA ruling, will 
make up the backbone of the Buffs in the years to come 
under coach Eddie Crowder. 


A total of five bonafide Prep All-Amer cans are in the list 
announced by Crowder, including a pair of grid stors sought 
by almost all the major schools in the nat on, 6-5, 215-pound 
end Dave Logan of Wheat Ridge, Colorado, and 6-3, 205- 
pound quarterback David Williams of Horner, Louisiana. 


Logon caught 70 passes for over 1600 yards and 19 TDs 
for Wheat Ridge this fall in addition to pacing the Farmers to 
their second straight runnerup spot in the state basketball 
tourney. He scored 25.5 points per game on the court and 
ripped off an average of 17 rebounds. He's also a top base- 
ball pitcher-first baseman. He was named to every High School 
All-American grid team published. 


Williams, who doubles in track and has sprint times of :09.7 
and :21.9 this year on the cinders, led Homer, a Louisiana 
2A school, to the state playoffs for two years. His two-year 
totals read 3,122 yards passing on 17) completions in 320 
attempts for a percentage of .535. He also threw for 32 touch- 
downs and ran for 712 yards and ten TDs.

Running Game Sourid

For the first time in its football history, the University of 
Colorado will play to sellout crowds of over 50,000 for each 
home game. Football fever is raging in the Rockies and an 
underclassmen-laden football team that -eturns 13 starters 
from last year’s nationally 3rd-rated edition that went 10-2 
and beat Houston 29-17 in the Astro-Blue>sonnet Bowl, is the 
reason, 

Experts have picked the Golden Buffs to finish anywhere 
from fifth to first in the pre-season polls, tut the young Buffs 
have only one aim in the immediate future, and that’s to win 
their first Big Eight title since 1961. 

To do it, coach Eddie Crowder must tlend a mixture of 
returning veterans with some blue-chip newcomers. In addi- 
tion, he must replace a fleet of swift receivers like Cliff Branch, 
Larry Brunson, Marv Whitaker, and Willie Nichols. He must 
also develop some depth in the defensive secondary and find a 
kick return specialist that could make up for the loss of the 
jet-powered feet of Branch, who set an NCAA record for TDs 
on kick returns in his great career. 

Also missing will be stars like All-American defensive tackle 
Herb Orvis, All-Big 8 guard Bill Kralicek, powerful fullback 
John Tarver, tight end Bob Masten, and defensive back Brian 
Foster. 

On offense, the Buffs will again offer a powerful ground 
game led by All-American tailback hopeful Charlie Davis, who 
set all kinds of CU records last year with 1,386 yards. The 
Flexible Flyer was the national sophomore cf the year and Big 
Eight Sophomore Back of the Yeor last season in addition to 
winning all-league honors. His 342 yards against Oklahoma 
State was a Big 8 record. He'll have 6-3, 240-pound fullback 
Bo Matthews, 6-5, 230-pound wingback Jon Keyworth (back 
after a broken leg last year), and quarterisack Ken Johnson, 
who produced nearly 1,500 yards last seascin, in the backfield 
with him, 

Up front, there’s starters back in All-Big 3 tackle Jake Zum- 
bach, tackle Greg Horton, who made Soph All-American last 
year, guard Chuck Mandril and center William McDonald 
The tight end will be a bright new face in 6-6, 225-pound 
J. V. Cain, perhaps the finest poss receivine prospect in recent 
history ot CU. The new split end must be found. It could be 
frosh record-setter Rick Ellwood, or maybe :09.5 sprinter Ozell 
Collier, a JC transfer. 

Defensively, the Buffs have a new 4-4 setup and a new 
defensive coach in Dan Radokovich. All-American linebacker 
Bud Magrum heads up a linebacker corps that is the best in 
the nation, Magrum will team with Billie Drake, John Stavely 
and Randy Geist to make up a formidable tacking crew. 

Other starters back on defense include backs John “Bad 
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Dude” Stearns, Cullen Bryant and Lorne Richardson, end Rick 
Kay, and part-time starters Mark Cooney and Stu Aldrich at 
tackles. 

There’s some bright newcomers to watch on this team, like 
6-5, 270-pound defensive tackle Bubba Bridges, 6-3, 250- 
pound guard Wayne Mattingly, tailback Gary Campbell and 
soph linebackers Rick Stearns and Jeff Geiser. 

CU gets Nebraska, Oklahoma and lowa State at home, so 
the schedule looks kindly on the Buffs, too. If the youngsters 
can come through again, it will be a year to remember.

1938 COTTON BOWL—Rice 28, Colorado 14 

Despite great showing by All-American Byron White, who scored 
twice and gained fame on defense, Colorado dropped 28-14 decision 
to Rice Owls in the Cotton Bowl. Buffs led 14-7 in second period, but 
Owls were too strong for previously unbeaten Butfs, who had reeled 
off eight straight wins to become CU's first bowl team in history. 


1957 ORANGE BOWL—Colorado 27, Clemson 21 

Playing in its first bowl game since joining the Big Seven in 1948, 
Colorado blew a 20-0 lead, then stormed back to beat Clemson’s 
Atlantic Coast Conference champs 27-21 before 72,876, the second 
largest crowd in Orange Bowl history. CU led 20-0 at halftime on TDs 
by Homer Cook, John Boyuk, and Boyd Dowler. B8ut Clemson surged 
back in the third quarter to go on top 21-20 with 11:22 left in the 
game. John Wooten recovered the ensuing Clemson onsides kick ond 
the Buffs drove for the winning score in 8 plays, with Eddie Dove 
getting the winning points. Bob Stransky’s last-casp interception of 
a Clemson pass at the CU 27 killed the threat and Colorado had won 
its first bowl game. 


1962 ORANGE BOWL—LSU 25, Colorado 7 

Powerful LSU ended the dream of Colorado's first Big Eight 
championship team with a resounding 25-7 win before 62,391 in Miami. 
CU had come into the game with a 9-1 record and a powerful offense, 
but LSU's ‘Chinese Bandit’’ on defense stifled clmost every threat. 
Only a 59-yard pass interception return by Lorwn Schweninger got 
Colorado on the scoreboard in this one. Colorado trailed Phy at 
halftime, but LSU made it 18-7 in the third cuaorter and then a 
blocked Chuck McBride punt by the Tigers put the game out of 
reach late in the third period. 


1967 BLUEBONNET BOWL—Colorado 31, Miami 21 

Rookie quarterback Bob Anderson powered Co orado to 31-21 win 
over Miami before 30,156 fans at Rice Stadium in Houston. In little 
more than two periods of play after sitting ou’ the start with a 
sprained ankle, Anderson herded the Buffs to 24 points to bring the 
Buffs from behind twice in the second half. He scored on runs of 4 
and 38 yards and then directing a clinching TO march that was capped 
by Wilmer Cooks’ scoring blast in the final minutes. Anderson 
accounted for 159 yards and was named the game's outstanding back. 


1969 LIBERTY BOWL—Colorado 47, Alabama 33 

In one of the wildest bowl gomes in history, Bob Anderson, by 
now a Colorado All-Americen tailbock, pushed the Buffs past Alabama 
before 50,042 fans and a nationwide TV audience The bullish senior 
ran for 254 yards and scored 3 TDs to win the /AVP award for CU, 
which blew an early 17-0 lead before storming dack in the fourth 
period to win. TDs by Anderson and Ward Walst, plus a field goal 
by Dave Haney, had given CU a 17-0 lead in tke first period. But 
‘Bama rallied to go ahead 33-31 after Steve Engle’s 91-yard kickoff 
return had moved CU ahead 31-19 at halftime. But early in the 
fourth period, Herb Orvis and Bill Brundige naied Alcbama’s Ned 
Hayden for a safety and Anderson scored the clinching touchdown 
with two minutes left, to insure the Colorado win. Walsh, who did 
not score during the regular season, scored two TDs for the Buffs. 


1970 LIBERTY BOWL—Tulone 17, Colorado 3 

Hampered by the early-week loss of quorterback Jim Bratten and 
eo second period ankle sprain to tailback Jonn Tarver, Colorado dropped 
a 17-3 decision to inspired underdog Tulane before 45,447 fans in 
Memphis ina return trip to the Liberty Bowl. CU tied the game 3-3 
at halftime on a Dave Haney field goal, but the Green Wave struck 
back on a long kickoff return to start the third cuarter to go ahead 
10-3. CU could not move offensively with sub Pau Arendt at quarter- 
back and the devastating CU attack that had led the Big Eight in 
rushing and total offense was stymied. Tulane acded the clincher in 
the fourth period to seal the verdict.
